Garten Won’t discuss Jerusalem now 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — U.B. 
President Jimmy Carter s&ld on 
Friday he would not recognise 
Jerusalem as the capital of Israel 
but that he did not favour returning 
the city, holy to three major 
religions, to on Arab nation.

"To have peace between Israel 
and her neighbours Is not to raise 
the issue of the capital of Israel." 
Carter said. “It would obviously get 
me votes, it would get transient 
political advantage, Just to say I 
would do this. But I will wait until 
after the peace process is com- 
pleted.” 

Asked if he favoured turning over 
Jerusalem, either as a divided or 
undivided city, to an Arab country. 
Carter replied: ’’No, obviously I 
wouldn’t do that." 


Hurvitz and Moda’i at odds 
over new telephone company

Sharp differences between 
Finance Minister Yig&el Hurvitz 
and Energy and Communications 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l over how 
to go about setting up the new 
telephone company led to the 
breakup of a meeting between them 
on Friday. 

Only after contacts between of- 
ficials of the two ministries follow- 
ing the quarrel was another 
meeting scheduled for today on the 
subject. It wiU .be attended by 
senior officials from both sides, and 
will convene in the office of 
Treasury director-general Ya’acov 
Ne’eman. 

Moda'l is determined to see a 
phone company established soon 
and at any price, despite failure to 
agree so far on Its. organizational 
structure. Its workers' wages, how 
much it wiU pay the government tor 
the concession and how its rates 
will be regulated. . 

Hurvitz. on the other band, has in? 
slsted that The Civil Service Com- 
mission continue to be responsible 
for phone .workers* contracts, to 
prevent the breach of economy- 


wide wage guidelines. The 
Treasury Is afraid that higher pay 
for the phone workers would lead to 
demands by postal employees for a 
separate authority in their depart- 
ment os well. For now, the govern- 
ment is not interested in relin- 
quishing its direct control of the 
posts. 

Treasury sources described the 
Communications Ministry’s plan 
for establishing the company as 
amateurish and unplanned, con- 
sidering that it will be one of the 
country's largest corporations with 
assets worth at least 31b. 

In fact, Treasury officials say, 
nothing has been set forth beyond a 
general framework for establishing 
two communications firms (one for 
communication abroad), backed by 
sale of shares, which Moda'J wants 
to register on April 1. The plan is 
still without content, they stress. 

The Treasury insists that the 
phone company's establishment, to 
which Hurvitz is not opposed in 
principle, be carried out in stages. 
This. It argues, would allow a step- 
by-step examination of Its develop- 
ment and its ability to conform with 
national economic policy. - 
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Egypt seen applying 
pre-summit pressure

Egypt appeared to be 
orchestrating a war of nerves 
against Israel over the weekend 
designed to create a crisis at- 
mosphere for the Sadat-Carter 
and Begin-Carter summits In 
Washington next month. 

Jerusalem sources said last night 
that perhaps Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat intends to arrive in 
Washington on April 8. throw up bis 
hands in despair, and appeal to 
President Jimmy Carter to prevent 
the autonomy talks from founder- 
ing. 

The war of nerves was evident is 
a message from Sadat to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin which 
reached Jerusalem on Friday after- 
noon. and in an interview given to 
Israel TV last night by Egyptian 
Premier Mustapha Khalil. 

In another development which 
will contribute to the crisis at- 
mosphere. King Hussein of Jordan 
announced yesterday that he was 
calling off his long-planned visit to 
Washington. 

A key theme in Sadat's letter to 
Begin was that May 26 waa the 
deadline for completing the 
autonomy negotiations, and if this 
was not met. Israel must be held to 
account for the consequences. 

A key allegation in Khalil’s inter- 
view with Israel TV was that Israel 
had stalled and prevaricated on es- 
sential elements of the autonomy 
arrangements involving security, 
legal and economic questions. 
Sadat's message to Begin was 
handed to Ambassador Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar in Cairo on Friday morning 
by Vice-President Hosni Mubarak, 
for transmission to Jerusalem by- 
telex. Israel TV claimed the letter 
was four pages long but a better- 
informed source said: "More like 
two.” 

Although the Kol Israel 
diplomatic staffers used adjectives 
like "unsympathetic, unfriendly 
and harsh" to describe the tone of 
Sadat's message, a reliable source 
said: "Sadat wants to put the blame 
on Israel but there's no 
emotionalism or animosity there.” 

• The source said: "Sadat is surc^ 
ne car. benefit if all tnis crisis at- 
mosphere he is generating makes 
Carter nervous and anxious to lean 
on Israel. We don’t believe that 
Sadat wants to call off the 
autonomy talks. We believe he 
wants to coax some concessions, 
even limited ones, from Israel, 
which would give him cover to con- 
tinue the autonomy talks after May 
26. Anyway, he knows there isn’t 
enough time to finish by then.” 

The two main points in Sadat’s 
message concerned the May 26 
deadline and the lack of Israeli 
response to the Egyptian call for 
joint security discussions which 


would determine the redeployment 
of the IDF in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza when autonomy comes Into 
effect. 

Sadat said failure to meet the 
May 26 deadline would have a 
negative effect on his entire peace 
initiative. 

Begin wilt read out the Sadat 
message at today’s cabinet session 
and touch on the main points in his 
reply. 

Begin will point out that Israel 
sees May 26 as a goal but not a 
deadline, and will insist that the 
Camp David agreements do not 
obligate Israel to share its security 
concerns and calculations with 
other parties. 

He will also remind Sadat that 
Israel has adhered strictly and 
punctually to the Camp David 
agreement and has surrendered 
tangible strategic, assets. Including 
half of Sinai, and the rich oil fields. 
In the next stage it will again give 
up assets crucial to its security — 
the rest of Sinai with the three air- 
fields and the Rafiah settlements. 
He will remind Sadat that Israel 
remains ready to assume awesome 
risks, all in good faith, and does not 
merit accusations of bad faith. 

- Although Sadat and Khalil may 
have hoped their rebukes of Israel 
would sting Jerusalem into a sharp 
reaction which would contribute 
further to a crisis atmosphere 
before the summits, the prediction 
in Jerusalem last night was that 
Begin is wary of being provoked, 
and would answer Sadat factually 
point by point. 

The moves by Sadat and Khalil 


have thrown a shadow on the Mid- 
dle East swing of the chief 
American autonomy negotiator, Sol 
Linowitz, who arrives in Jerusalem 
today. He will see Begin after the 
weekly cabinet session. 

In an interview with Israel TV 
Cairo correspondent Ehud Ya'arl 
last night. Khalil denied that Egypt 
was determined to turn May 26 Into 
a deadline for the conclusion of the 
autonomy talks. He added, 
however, that Egypt was eager that 
some progress be made In those 
talks, which have been going on for 
10 months. 

He noted wrlly that there was not 
much point in Israel’s proposal to 
set up a steering committee to coor- 
dinate all the aspects of the talks 
"because there really Isn’t 
anything for it to steer.” 

Cairo's official Middle East News 
Agency last night said that April 8 
has been tentatively set as the date 
for Sadat's visit to Washington. The 
agency said that the date was 
agreed upon In the course of a 
telephone conversation between 
Sadat and Carter yesterday. 

A leading Egyptian magazine, 
meanwhile, yesterday criticized 
Begin, saying he is obsessed by his 
dream of "Greater Israel." 

In three separate articles criticis- 
ing Israel's settlement policy, the 
weekly "October" magazine warn- 
ed that Begln's persistence in 
promoting Israeli encampments in 
the territories posed a threat to the 
current peace process.

Shamir sees ‘no tragedy’ in 
missing May 26 target date

It would not be "a tragedy" If the 
talks on Palestinian autonomy are 
not completed by the target date of 
May 26.

Peres with their complaint after the 
Knesset on Wednesday passed a 
law giving the Chief Rabbinate sole 
authority to decide who can 
register Jewish marriages.

• The subcommittee’s recommen- 
dation to increase military aid to 
81 .4b. would be accepted, but only 
8500m. would be provided as 
grants. The -remaining 8900m. 
would be in the form of interest- 
bearing loans. 

• To balance that subcommittee 
concession, several members 
agreed to convert all of the accom- 
panylng 8785m. in economic 
assistance to grants, rather than 
only two-thirds, as proposed by the 
administration. 

This deal was more acceptable 
because the one third in economic j 
assistance, roughly 8262m., was i 
supposed to be provided in the form 1 
of very-low concessionary loans, 
which must be fully budgeted to any 
case. Converting these loans to 
grants would not Increase any ac- 
tual budget outlay. 

From Israel's standpoint, the in- 
itial Hamilton subcommittee 
recommendation would have been 
clearly preferable since the 
military loans include government- 
backed commercial interest rates, 
currently running at about 11 per 
cent. The economic loans carry 
only a 3 per cent interest rate. 

Israel officials here, hoping that 
all initial Hamilton recommen- 
dations would be accepted, were 
somewhat disappointed by news of 
this latest compromise formula. 

But pro-Israel members of the 
Committee and other pro-Israel ac-

Carrington doesn’t see 
PLO state as Soviet base 


PARIS (Reuter) . — British Foreign 
, Secretary Lord Carrington said in - 
an interview to the newsma g az in e 
“Ige Point’ -iti^at he did not believe 
an independent Palestinian state 
would become a pro-Soviet base, a 
charge often made by Israel. 

"Whatever the circumstances, a 
Palestinian state would be 
economically weak and would be 
entirely dependent on other Arab 
states," Lord Carrington said. 

“On the other hand, it would be 
necessary that this state be more or 
less demilitarized. The Israelis 
would probably insist on this point. 

"So the eventuality of a powerful 
and pro-Soviet Palestinian state 
does not seem to be very realistic," 
he concluded. 

In an Interview In another Paris 
news magazine, former West Ger- 
man chancellor Willy Brandt said 
that PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
believes that mutual PLO- Israeli 
recognition would be automatically 
solved If both sides agreed to 
negotiate together. 

"Yasser Arafat told me ...the 
question of mutual recognition will 
be solved from the moment the two 
adversaries agree to ait down at the 
same table to negotiate.” Brandt 
said in an Interview with. the weekly 
news magazine "Le Nouvel Obaer- 
vateur," published yesterday.

vehicles. 

Camp residents say that a curfew 

Is imposed every night from dusk to 
dawn, that people ore ordered out 
of their homes, made to wait to the 
cold and rain, and are beaten up. 

But the military government In- 
sists that there to no foundaltocLto 
these allegations, and says that 
although a large number of Jala- 
soun residents have been 
questioned,” they are in no way be- 
ing harassed by security forces.

Shares continue to decline

TEL AVIV. — The share market 
lost wock continued to disappoint 
Investors as prices declined along a 
broad front. 

A technical rally last Thursday 
out some of the heavy losses earlier 
tn the week. 

The heaviest selling took place on 
Tuesday when 43 shares and con- 
vertible debentures were 
.registered as “sellers only" and 
were Automatically lowered by the 
mandatory 5 per cent. 

Another 49 Issues traded without 
"price limitation'' and these fell by 
anywhere from 5-10 per cent. 

Investment sentiment apparently 
Is being influenced by Inordinately 
high expectations for high cost-of- 
Uving Index reading* for March and 
April. 

As could be expected, index- 
linked bonds put in a good perfor- 
mance. The 80 per cent index-linked 
bonds, a favourite Investment vehi- 
cle, showed gains of up to 3 per 
cent. 

Index-linked bonds are nearing 
price levels with such high yields 
that It will soon be preferable to buy 
bonds at source from the Bank of 
Israel. 

The central bank in recent 


month* has had little luck in 
marketing new issues, normally a 
major source of Income for the 
Treasury, due to the low price level 
of market traded bonds. The yields 
of the latter have been considerably 
more attractive than the 2.2 per 
cent yield offered by new Issues. 

The 74 group of the 80 per cent 
Index-linked bonds closed on Thurs- 
day with a yield of 2.87, if one 
asrimes a seven per cant rise in the 
index for March. If one assumes a 
lower level, then bonds at source 
provide & more viable investment. 

The rate of the devaluation slow- 
ed considerably and was comfor- 
tably under 2 per cent for the week. 

Commercial banks continued to 
show gains, but these at best were 

very moderate. FXBX waa up by 4.2 
per cent, but others barely manag- 
ed to riee by 2 per cent. 

“Barron’s," the American finan- 
cial weekly pointed out recently 
that in spite of the fall In shares the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange has had 
one of the sharpest rises of any ex- 
change in the Western world. 

It is not likely that last 
Thursday's session, during which 
shares rose smartly, indicates a 
major turn in market direction. 
Further rises are likely to be more 
of a technical nature as Investors go 
bargainhunting.

Bank of Israel predicts better future for linked bonds

The Bank of Israel expects linked 
debentures to be back to style for 
the first time in about six months, 
and foresees increased sales to the 
general public toward the end of 
this month. 


The bonds are linked by 80 per 
cent to the consumer Index and 
offer 7 per cent Interest. 

Sam Bronfeld, the central bank’s 
man to charge of linked bond sales, 
says the prices of linked bonds sold 
by the bank have about evened up 
with "the prices -on the -market. The 
causes for this are apparently 'the- 


public’s expectation of price in- 
creases to April, on the one hand, 
and a slowdown in the stock market 
on the other hand, after massive in- 
creases at the beginning of the 
year. 

Brokers estimate the consumer 
Index will rise by 8 per cent in 
March — but this is without taking 
into account the government's 
reduction in the controlled prices of 
certain items before Pessah. 

Linked bonds traded on the 
market jumped in price the day 
after the government announced It

China encounters a new 
woe: juvenile delinquency 


PEKING (UPI). — The youngs 
hooligans scuffled on a city bus and 
when the bus driver chided them, 
one youth whipped out a knife and 
stabbed him to death. 

The scene was not New York, but 
Peking. 

Peking newspapers yesterday 
.chorused the latest Communist 
Party campaign — to teach morali- 
ty to young people and fight what 
;the party at last admits is a 
•problem, juvenile delinquency. 

The campaign, under way for 
weeks, indicated that the youth of 
China are not all stalwart heroes 
with shining eyes as depicted dur- 
ing the era of the late Mao Tse- 
Tung. 

The Peking city government an- 
nounced in yesterday's papers that 
the title of “glorious" was awarded 
to the driver of Peking bus No. 21, 
Cao ZhenxJan. held up as the exam- 
ple of a victim in the anti-youth- 
crime campaign. 

"Cao Zhenxian, only 21 years old, 
sacrificed his heroic young life to 
protect the capital's security." the 
Communist Party newspaper 


"People's Dally 4 * said. 

The newspapers said the four 
culprits fled, vowing to keep the 
crime secret, but they were 
recognized by witnesses and police 
arrested them the next day. 

Peking newspapers have disclos- 
ed a policy to cut down on soaring 
juvenile crimes by "educating 
youth outside of the schools" on 
morality. Army units have set up 
youth centres with reading and 
sports rooms and also conduct 
classes after school "on 
revolutionary traditions, laws, 
ideals and morals," the party organ 
said. 

The official news media of China 
trace the delinquency to the 
“Cultural Revolution" of 1966-78, 
when Mao wished to cleanse the 
party of all those who did not agree 
with his policies. 

"The Communist Party 
newspaper repeated yesterday that 
during the Maoist era. "young peo- 
ple started to smoke, drink, fight 
and had other bad habits. Some 
stole and plundered and par- 
ticipated in gangs." 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — A Soviet 
commentator yesterday accused 
the British of being anti-Semitic 
and having their hands covered 
with the blood of Jews. 

■Tt is well known, that anti- 
Semitism is widespread In 
Britain." commentator Yuri 
Tyasovsky said. "It is manifested 
when people seek employment, 
enrol at higher education es- 
tablishments and join the civil ser- 
vice." 

His commentary, carried by the 
official Tass news agency, was In 
response to remarks by Foreign Of- 
fice Minister Peter Blaker at a con- 
ference of the Women's Campaign 
for Soviet Jewry. The British of- 
ficial spoke of restrictions on Soviet 
Jewish emigration. 

Tyasovsky said Britain had 
treated Jews cruelly during the 
time it ruled Palestine. 

More than 90,000 Jews, Including 
old people, women and children, 
passed through British "concentra- 
tion camps" on Cyprus when Bri- 
tain was restricting entry to the 
territory which later became 
Israel, he said.

— Exiled dissident 
leader Andrei Sakharov said in a 
telegram to Moscow on Friday that 
he had refused to sign an official ac- 
cusation of "malicious dis- 
obedience." suggesting an escala- 
tion of his battle against registra- 
tion with authorities in Gorky. 

When he was stripped of his state 
honours and exiled to .Gorky, a 
Volga River city closed to 
foreigners. Sakharov was ordered 
to report to authorities every 10 
days. 

But he has reportedly refused 'on 
ds that- he has never been In- 
formed of the legal authorities for 
the measures against him. 

On .Thursday, Sakharov sent a 
telegram claiming that "physical 
force" was being used in an effort 
to make him register.

U.S. heightens watch over 
foreign students after Iran 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. immigra- 
tion authorities announced propos- 
ed regulations on Friday requiring 
all 239,000 foreign students in the 
country to report to Immigration of- 
fices for a check of their visas. 

The regulations, published quiet- 
ly in the federal register earlier last 
week, would provide that non- 
immigrant students be admitted to 
the U.S. for no more than a year at 
a time. 

The v crackdown is aimed at 
ferreting out foreigners with stu- 
dent visas who are not attending 
school full time or are otherwise 
flagrantly violating terms of their 
visas. 

It follows a selective enforcement 
programme against Iranian 
students, ordered last November by 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter as a 
quick response to the hostage crisis 
in Iran. 


Since 1979, students have been 
granted permission to remain in the 
country without further contact 
with the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service so long as 
they maintained their student 

status. 

During the review of visas of Ira- 
nian students that ended December 
31. INS agents interviewed 96,700 
students and fotind 49,400 of them to 
be bona fide. INS has conducted 5,- 
900 deportation hearings — with ly 
760 Iranians ordered out of the 
country to date. 

Once INS establishes an effective 
'date for the new regulations, it will 
interview the students over a six- 
month period, taking them In 
alphabetical order.

Sardinian kidnappers free 
British girl after 7 months 


CAGLIARI. Sardinia (UPI). —Kid- 
nappers released a 19-year-old 
British girl early yesterday after 
holding her captive seven months 
and driving her family to near 
financial ruin. 

Police said Annabelle Schild. the 
partially deaf British girl kid- 
napped along with her mother and. 
father last August 21, was released 
In the early morning hours in good 
condition and without her family 
having to pay additional ransom 
■ money. 

The family, led by electronics 
engineer Rolf Schild, 96, had 
already paid ransoms estimated at 
i more: than $600,000. _ 

Schild was released two weeks 
after the kidnapping to raise the 
ransom and his wife was freed on 
January 19. 

Cagliari chief prosecutor 
Giuseppe Villa Santa said most of 
those involved in kidnapping 
Schild, hla wife and daughter from 
their summer home In northern 
Sardinia were already behind bars. 

The release of the young girl 
come leas than a week after Pope 
John Paul II issued a dramatic 
appeal for her freedom, urging the 


kidnappers to have mercy on her 
suffering family. 

Villa Santa said at least five per- 
sons took part In the abduction of 
the Schilds as they were driving 
heftne following dinner at the borne 
of friends last. August 21. 


He said the kidnappers used the 
Schild's Vauxhall Royal automobile 
and an auto of-tbeir own to carry 
them to a hideout In the deserted 
countryside near Nuoro. in , 
northeastern Sardinia. According 1 
to the chief prosecutor, the two. 
women were subsequently held in 
an old house, and for a time at least, 
outdoors. Aiuiabelle’a release came 
three days after her 51-year-old 
mother Daphne made on emotional 
appeal over Cagliari radio In 
English and halting Italian for her 
daughter's release. "I appeal to the 
men who have held my daughter 
captive for/ these past months to 
finally listen to the voice of humani- 
ty and reason and give me back An- 
nabelle." she said. 

Villa Santa said Mrs. Schild's 
radio appeal was not only an 
emotional cry for help, but also a 
coded message to the kidnappers. 


Czechs break up ‘underground’ class 


VIENNA (UPI). - Philosopher 
Julius Tomln and seven other 
Czechoslovakian dissidents were 
released after being detained by 
police In Prague for three days, ex- 
iled dissident sources said on Fri- 
day. 

The eight dissidents, Including 
Tereza Kohout, daughter of promi- 
nent playwright Pavel Kohout, who 
was stripped of his Czechoslovak 
citizenship for his Charter 77 ac- 
tivities, had been arrested three 
days ago while attending a lecture 
in a private Prague apartment. 

The sources said this was the 


third time in two weeks that police 
had broken into private apartments 
while lectures were being given by, 
members of the so-called un- 
derground universities. 

Police two weeks ago broke up a 
lecture that was being given by 
visiting English philosopher 
William Newton-Smith of Oxford. 1 
He was seized by police and later , 
forced to leave the country. 

Sources said that police had used 
force in taking Tomln into custody 
even though he had not put up any 
resistance.' '

Last week the five-man U.N. 
commission ignominioualy 
departed.

Since Khomeini has decreed that 
the fate of the hostages will be 
decided by the new Vaflia (parlia- 
ment) the answers undoubtedly lie

President Bani-Sadr can derive a 
certain amount of comfort from the 
fact that the minorities — the Azer- 
baijanis, . Kurds. Baluchis, and 
Arabic speakers from the Gulf — 
were expected to dominate about 75 
seats with what will basically be an 
anti-clerical vote. But ever since be 
took office he haa made It clear that 
he would resist their, more extreme 
demands for autonomy. This would 
transform Iran into a virtual con- 
federation, and he might find the 
price demanded for their support 
over the hostages too high. 

President Bani-Sadr, some of 
whose economic policies such as 
the nationalization of all foreign 
trade are positively Marxist, can 
expect a certain amount of support 
from the Left, although it is In some .

AL-AHMADI. Kuwait. - The 
threat of a Soviet invasion of Gulf 
oilfields may seem real to 
American military strategists, but 
to oil men in the region it is' a 
ludicrous joke. 

"No way." said Suleiman 
Mutawa, a director of the Kuwait 
Oil Company (KOC). "It simply 
can't be done. I don’t know who 
dreams up such problems." 

Oil Industry experts from Kuwait 
to Abu Dhabi are convinced the 
Idea of a Soviet blitzkrieg to for- 
cibly seize, pump And use the crude 
oil of a gulf producer is straight out 
of James Bond. 

No one disputes that the Soviet in- 
vasion of Afghanistan brings the 
Russians uncomfortably close to 
the source of 60 per cent at the 
west's oil Imports. Few deny that 
the Russians will have to import oil 
themselves by the end of the decade 
if not sooner. 

But no one expects them to come 
over the dunes to get It. 

“Trying to take over the oilfields 
by force,” said an American oil ex- 
ecutive in Abu Dhabi, "is tike try- 
ing to grab a very fragile vase with 
red hot tongs.. The second you touch 
U, it shatters. 

“Same with the oilfields. The se- 
cond you try and grab them, they 
will be destroyed. All you will be 
left with Is blowing sand.” 


“Let me tell you,” said Mutawa 
in his office at the headquarters Of 
the KOC in A!-Ahmadi. “taking 
over an oilfield is not just pushing a 
few buttons." 

Here are some problems an In- 
vading Soviet Union would face la 
trying to seize even part of the 
gulfs oil wealth; 

• Destruction: Nothing could be 
more vulnerable to sabotage than 
the fragile, widely spread, highly 
pressurized installations that make 
up an oil field. 

Oil production could be choked off 
at any of dozens of points in the 
network. First at Individual wells — 
Kuwait has 700, Saudi Arabia 800. 
Then at pipelines from each 
producing well to gathering cen- 
tres. Then in the centres which 
separate gas and crude oil, which 
surface together. Then at larger 
pipelines which carry crude to row 
on row of “tank farm" tanks near 
coastal shipping terminals. 

“As soon as these people get wind 
of an invasion, and presumably 
they would have some warning 
time, the first thing they will do is 
blow up the gathering centres, all of 
which have police guards.” said the 
American oilman, for 10 years an 
adviser in the United Arab 
Emirates. “It would not take a 
genius to blow one up." 

Rebuilding a blasted gathering 
station would be a major enter- 


prise. requiring some of the most 
sophisticated oil industry 
technology. 

Under the best conditions. In- 
dustry sources estimate, this would 
take the Russians two years. All 
new equipment — pumps, turbines, 
separators — would have to be 
produced and flown from the Soviet 
Union, which cannot satisfy its own 
oil industry needs. Last year it had 
to go to the West for relatively sim- 
ple Items like drill bits and pipe 
which were in short supply. 

■ Operation: Even if the Soviets 
could make the fields operational 
again, how could they be kept in 
operation? 

“There are miles and miles of 
pipeline running across the open 
desert,” said the American oilman. 
"Xt is the easiest thing In the world 
to rip a hole through some pipe with 
an explosive charge." 

Saudi Arabia alone has more than 
3.000 miles of pipe connecting Its 
wells. A fence to protect its five 
principal fields would enclose 10,000 
square miles. 

Defending tank farms. Bald one 
expert, would be like defending a 
parking lot full of blimps. 

"Anyone with a mortar or a 
Shoulder-held missile could lob a 
shell into the tank farm,” said the 
American expert. “You don’t have 
to be a very accurate shot. They're 
big tanks and there are plenty of 


them." 

Probably the biggest headache 
would be finding skilled personnel 
to keep the fields running. 

“We have 5.000 highly trained 
people here working on a 24-hour-a- 
day rotation,” said Mutawa about 
Kuwait. "They would not be too 
cooperative to a foreign occupier. 

“So who is going to operate the 
fields? Zt is not just a matter ot 
teaching a soldier to turn some 
valves." 

- Using the oil: If the Russians 
could solve all these problems, bow 
would they get the oil back borne to 
use It? This problem really draws 
smiles from oilmen. 

Unless the Soviets built a pipeline 
across Iraq or Iran — which would 
take years, assuming they could 
manufacture enough pipe — they 
would have to ship out the oil in 
tankers. 

Not only Is the Soviet tanker fleet 
wholly Inadequate for such a task, 
it would be exposed to all maimer of 
harrassments, blockades, and min- 
ing operations. 

Little wonder that Gulf oil in- 
dustry executives and political 
leaders scoff at President Carter’s 
suggestion that the Soviet move 
into Afghanistan was designed to 
position them to seize Gulf oil 
fields. 

"It's just unthinkable," said the 
American oilman. lUPI)

No cash for tennis tourney

TEL AVTV. — A shortage of funds 
will make it impossible for the 
Israel Tennis Association to award 
any prize money at Its 46th Pessah 
International Championships, to be 
held at the Israel Tennis Centre, 
Ramat Has hare n. from April 2 to 7. 

It will be tbe first time for seven 
years that the fTA has not made 
any cash awards at Its Pessah tour- 
nament. which has been played an- 
nually since the mid-293tts. 

Overseas participants, many of 
them of top calibre, have been com- 
peting in the event regularly since 
1943. IT A honorary president and 
former chairman Avram Felger 
told Th e Jerusalem Post. Prize 
money was introduced in 2971. 
when it became obvious that 
without it high-class players would 
not be attracted to the event. 

The highest cash award was 36,- 
G00 at the 1976 championships, held 
to inaugurate tbe Ramat Hasharon 
Tennis Centre. The meet was the 
centrepiece of a three-tournament 
spring circuit, worth a total of 320.- 
000 In prize money. A total of 20 
foreign players — men and women 
— participated. 


This year, the overseas participa- 
tion will consist of only three 
women, association general- 
secretary Zvi Meyer told The Post. 
They are West Germans Kerstin 
Scelbach and Irmgardt Kraus, and 
Katherine Allen, of England. 

The male entry will not even in- 
clude Israel’s top three racquets. 
Shiomo Gllcksteln, Steve Krulevltz 
and David Schneider, all of whom 
are now competing abroad In the 
Volvo Grand Prix circuit tour- 
naments. each worth at least $60,- 
000 in prize money. 

However, the ZTA'a traditional 
Pessah National Junior Cham- 
pionships, starting tomorrow, have 
attracted a record entry of 555 hoys 
and girls. The meet, also being held 
at the Ramat Hasharon courts, con- 
tinues until March 31. Play begins 
daily at 8 a.m. 

These will be the first national 
junior tennis championships since 
the 197 S Succot meet when ail the 
country's top junior racquets took 
part. In tbe Intervening 18 months, 
all such championships have suf- 
fered badly from the absence of 
leading players, because they were 
engaged in overseas competition. 
Tournament manager is Etana 
Ya’ari. 


Of the 19 events being contested, 
the biggest entry is In the boys' 
under-12 singles, for which 173- 
youngsters have registered. Next is*- 
the boys' under-16 singles, with H7J 
participants.

THE! TASK of securing 1 adequate oil supplies on a long-term 
basis is becoming steadily more arduous. We have an agree- 
ment with Mexico, which supplies us with part of our re- 
quirements, and Egypt supplies another part. These are our 
main steady sources, and how precarious even these are is ob- 
vious. 

For the rest — which accounts for. a substantial part of our 
requirements — we must scrounge on the spot market. Prime 
suppliers In that volatile market are not unaffected by the 
political attitudes of their governments. The icy winds blowing 
out of Europe also increase the viscosity of its oil supplies to 
Israel. 

This makes Israel increasingly dependent on intermediaries, 
who exact a mounting price for turning the spigot on the 
pipeline. Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda’l therefore carries a 
heavy burden of responsibility for the smooth working of the 
country's economy. 

Today, Mr. Moda’i will be going to the U.S. on oil business, the 
trip having been approved by Prime Minister Begin before he 
was himself invited to meet President Carter. A major assign- 
ment Of Mr. Moda’i’s is to put the U.S. a dminis tration to the test 
with respect to the American commitment to supply Israel with 
oil in case of need. 

That commitment is contained in an annex to the peace treaty 
with Egypt. It says that if Israel is unable to secure its normal 
oil requirements through normal procedures, the U.S. will make 
oil available to Israel at world market prices. The meaning of 
“normal procedures" and of "world prices" was left vague in 
the memorandum of agreement — probably deliberately so, as 
so much else in the peace treaty and its annexes. 

Any commons ense interpretation, however, will take it to 
mean that the U.S. has committed itself to come to Israel's aid 
in the event that we cannot physically get the oil we need. It 'does 
not necessarily mean that the U.S. has undertaken to shield 
Israel from the exorbitant price of obtaining oil through “nor- 
mal procedures." 

In present circumstances, such an attempt to test America's 
fidelity to an ambiguous commitment is a dubious political ven- 
ture. 

If Mr. Moda'i is not aware that weightier issues will be at 
stake within a few weeks than even the price we pay for oil, then 
Mr. Begin must surely be. There is certainly no need now to in- 
vite a rebuff on this secondary issue on top of those that are 
already on the books. 

Any negotiations that are rooted in the peace treaty and the 
American commitments annexed to it are primarily foreign 
policy Issues. Coming so soon after Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon's recent contribution to our relations with Washington, 
the last thing we need right now Is another foray into foreign 
policy by a minister not in charge of it. 

Peres takes wrong track 

THE RECENT contacts between the leaders of the Labour Par- 
ty and the National Religious Party to consider early elections 
were held under the guise of negotiations on the then pending 
Chief Rabbinate Bill. 

Now. with the passage of the bill into law in hurried and at 
moments somewhat clandestine fashion, it would seem that the 
guise itself was no mere stratagem but a first advance payment 
by Labour to the NRP-in exchange for favours in the political 
manoeuvres that, lie ahead. 

The law is a bad law on at least two major and a number of 
minor counts. It transfers the authority to register marriages of 
Jews from the Minister of Religious Affairs to the Chief Rab- 
binate. This would appear to block the way for any compromise 
that could have enabled Conservative and Progressive rabbis to 
act as marriage performers for their growing flocks in Israel. 

Mr. Peres made some very differing promises on that ques- 
tion only a few months ago to a convention of the Reform move- 
ment In Toronto. It is understood that the passage of the con- 
troversial clause by the Knesset committee Wednesday mor- 
ning and the hurried plenary vote turning it into' law iater the 
same day were specifically Intended to forestall the possible 
marshalling of Conservative, Reform and secular opposition. 

A second major flaw in the law derives from the continuing 
embarrassment of maintaining two chief rabbis, one Ashkenazi 
and one Sephardi, with the experience of the past duumvirates 
being that of unending and unedifying conflict. 

The solution calling for one of the pair to serve as president of 
the Chief Rabbinical Council and the second as president of the 
Supreme Rabbinical Court of Appeals for the first five years, 
then alternating for the second five years of their terms, creates 
an even worse situation. 

The position of Chief Rabbi is primarily political and ad- 
ministrative rather than spiritual and religious. The presidency 
of the Supreme Rabbinical Court of Appeals, to the contrary, 
should require a judicious separation from the hurly burly of 
rabbinical politics. The new arrangement courts the danger of 
politicizing the rabbinate and its judicial and spiritual functions 
even more than in the past. 

In response to last-minute attempts to get him to intercede 
against Labour support for the bill, Mr. Peres is understood to 
have disclaimed responsibility for the agreement with the NRP. 
The hands raised In the Knesset vote may well have been those 
of Knesset faction head Moshe Shahal but the strings leading to 
Peres as strategist and determiner of timing were too obvious to 
make such denials acceptable. 

In the light of this performance It would seem appropriate for 
Mr. Peres and his party to tell the public whether they are in- 
deed committed to a resciscion of the most egregious cases of 
religious legislation passed under the Likud-NRP government 

on abortion and women's military service — if and when 

Labour returns to power. 
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IN THEIR joint letter to President 
Jimmy Carter, appended to the 
pence treaty, the Egyptian and 
Israeli leaders undertook "to 
negotiate continuously and in good 
faith" on “the establishment of the 
self-governing authority In the West 
Bank and Gaza in order to provide 
full autonomy to the Inhabitants." 

The two countries “set themselves 
the goal of completing the 
negotiations within one year" after 
the exchange of the Instruments of 
ratification, which took place on 
May 26. 1979. 

Prime Minister Begin claims that 
a “target date” for an agreement 
on autonomy is not the same as a 
“deadline," but the difference is 
not even of semantic significance. 
It is not the legalistic niceties that 
count, but the attitudes of the par- 
ties. and there are many in- 
dications that failure to achieve the 
goal within the specified term will 
be followed by fresh initiatives — 
Egyptian. American and European 
— which will, in effect, change the 
rules of the game to Israel's disad- 
vantage. 

Some of the possible moves have 
already gathered momentum: 
recognition of the PLO, support for 
the right of the Palestinians to 
"self-determination," a new resolu- 
tion to replace 242, renewed in- 
volvement of the Russians and the 
West Europeans, and so forth. 

The recent warning to 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
by the special U.S. envoy Sol 
Linowitz is only the latest evidence 
of the importance the Americans 
attach to the May 26 date. 

So far, some illusion of progress 
in the autonomy negotiations has 
been kept up by avoiding the really 
difficult problems, but these will 
have to come up for decision in the 
next two months. 

What will the “self-governing 
authority (administrative coun- 
cil! ” be able to do? Will it have the 
power to run the lives of the popula- 
tion without Israeli Interference? 
Will it really, in the words of the 
Camp David agreement, “replace 
the existing military government?" 
And what about the Jewish

THE DANGERS OF ']

Sir, — Prof. Sid Deutsch, in his 
letter of February 19, displays a 
complete and alarming ignorance 
of the facta in the nuclear energy in- 
dustry. 

Let me review a few of the 
countless problems concerning this 
“safe source of cheaper energy.” 
The first and foremost is that we 
are dealing with an energy system 
of the future that we know much too 
little about today. Robert A. 
Dausch wrote in the "New York 
Times": "There are precious few 
nuclear experts who know all they 
need to know... certainly no one 
seemed to understand what was 
happening at Three Mile Island." 
The Kemeny Commission, ap- 
pointed by President Carter to in- 
vestigate this accident, concluded 
that “fundamental changes are 
necessary if.. .the risks inherently 
associated with nuclear power... are 
to be kept within tolerable limits," 
and that the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission cannot guarantee the 
safety of nuclear power plants. 

Prof. Robert Jungk told us ( The 
Jerusalem Post of February 22} 
that “nuclear technology Is so 
dangerous that you just cannot af- 
ford mistakes." To list all of the 
mistakes that have occurred. Three 
Mile Island being just one of them, 
would require the space of a full- 
length article, but let it suffice to 
say that In the year 1979 alone, the 
"New York Times'" reported over 
14 < major nuclear accidents or 
malfunctions in American nuclear 
plants in over 10 states. How many 
others tbat were covered up and not 
reported by the NRC is not known. 


Unless the government's settlement policy in the ad- 
ministered areas is drastically revised, Israel will find 
itself more isolated than ever, writes MISHA LOUVISH.

settlements In Judea and Samaria? 
Are they to be placed under Arab 
rule? 

The government has not officially 
published its policy on these 
questions, but the principles 
accepted by Begin last March 
before the vote on the peace treaty, 
after pressure from the National 
Religious Party, are an open 
secret. 

According to these principles, 
which appear to be the guidelines 
for the Israeli delegation to the 
autonomy talks: 

• The military government will be 
“withdrawn" but not abolished, 
which seems to mean that its 
headquarters will be moved out of 
the cities but will remain ready for 
action If required: 

• The Israeli forces 'will retain 
responsibility, not only for defence 
against an external threat to 
Israel's security, but also for the 
maintenance of law and order and 
for the protection of Israeli 
settlements in the areas to which 
autonomy will apply: 

• Israel will have the right to 
maintain existing settlements In 
the areas and establish new ones; 
the Jewish settlements will be sub- 
ject to Israeli law and sovereignty; 
■ State lands will remain under 
Israeli control. So will water 
resources, or perhaps they will be 
placed under some kind of joint 
authority. 

WHAT KIND of self-government 
will this give the Arab Inhabitants? 


NUCLEAR ENERGY 

In 1980, we have already seen a 
major accident at Florida's 
Chrystal River plant, as well as 
several major European and Asian 
accidents. Including a near major 
disaster (core melt-down) at In- 
dia's Tarapur nuclear plant, 
a-erled only by a lucky cir- 
cumstance. 

Another problem of the industry 
Is what to do with the tremendous 
amounts of radio-active yraste. 
Senator Gary Hart, Chairman of 
the Nuclear Regulation subcom- 
mittee, said: “If the word 'scandal' 
can be attached to nuclear power, It 
is that this industry has been per- 
mitted to expand for two and a half 
decades without an acceptable solu- 
tion for waste disposal." Even the 
means for transporting the waste to 
the disposal sites is unsafe — in 
September 1977, a truck overturned 
near Springfield, Colorado, scatter- 
ing its contents (42,000 pounds of 
radio-active uranium powder) on 
the highway. 

The problem '-of terrorism and 
blackmail is also very real. In 1979 
alone, there were two cases of high 
.grade radio-active material having 
been stolen from nuclear power 
plants In the U.S. (in each case, the 
stolen amount -was reportedly 
enough to make a small atomic 
bomb, probably of Hiroshima size) , 
and one case of sabotage of nuclear 
fuel rods by two employees 
protesting the .-lack of safety and 
security precautions. 

The problems are endless, each 
more alarming than the next. Is 
Israel, or humanity, ready for this? 
The facts speak for themselves.

The Palestinian Arabs have been 
warned that, If their “self- 
governing authority" claims the 
rights and status of a self-governing 
state, its members may be thrown 
Into jail and their autonomy 
abolished. - ' 

Israeli responsibility for law and 
order, Including the protection of 
the Jewish settlements, rnr, on jy 
mean that Israeli soldiers will still 
be able to suppress violent 
demonstrations and conduct 
searches for saboteurs, while the 
Israeli authorities win have the 
right to .close schools and impose 
curfews. If such powers are needed 
now. there is na reason to assume 
that they will not be required to pre- 
vent sabotage and maintain order 
under an autonomy regime. 

Nor could a moderate Arab 
leader, who might be inclined to 
accept the autonomy scheme 
despite its limitations, console 
himself that It is only a temporary 
phase, leaving the way open to 
something like real indep endence 
when, in accordance with the Gamp 
David agreement, the “final 
status'* of the areas is negotiated. 

THE PRIME MINISTER and his 
supporters have repeatedly 
declared that the “Green Line" has 
disappeared forever, despite the 
glaring inconsistency between this 
claim and the principle that 
autonomy will apply only to the In- 


habitants of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza, and not to the territories. 

If Israel has wiped the 1949 ar- 
mistice demarcation lines off the 
map forever, it Is difficult to un- 
derstand how there can be any 
justification for distinguishing 
between Arabs living on one side of 
the now non-existent line and those 
on the other. 

If the distinction is to be made on 
the ground of citizenship, thus e», 
eluding the “Israeli Arabs.” where 
is the logic of bestowing the benefits 
of self-rule on Jordanian subjects 
living In Nablus or - Hebron and 
denying them to Jordanian subjects 
in Jerusalem (where only a handful 
of Arabs have opted for Israeli 
citizenship) ? 

The government, moreover, has 
announced its intention of es- 
tablishing Jewish settlements 
wherever It sees fit In the “ad- 
ministered areas,” and its main of- 
ficial Instrument for the purpose Is 
Gush Emunlm, whose openly 
proclaimed goal Is to ensure, by 
large-scale Jewish settlement, that 
these areas shall remain, forever, 
indivisible parts of Israel. 

Not only, therefore, has the 
government stated that it will claim 
sovereignty over the areas when 
the time comes, but it Is doing Its ut- 
most, with hardly even a formal 
attempt to conceal Its purpose, to 
“create facts” on the ground which 
will make it practically impossible 
to unscramble the demographic 
and geopolitical omelet.
